Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

US Patent No. 5,641,747 issued to Popoff et al on June 24, 1997 discloses a method for 
treating osteopetrotic diseases. Popoff et al teaches using a bone densitometry device for 
monitoring the treatment process. 

US Patent No. 5,594,775 issued to Hangartner on January 14, 1997 discloses a methods 
and apparatus for evaluating cortical bone using computer tomography. 

The prior art does not disclose the following: 

• a body defining means that is responsive to an operator's choice of a treatment regime out 
of the treatment regimes for which information is stored as in claim 1 

• measuring the density in areas of the forearm without penetrating into regions where there 
is more cortical bone than trabecular bone as in claim 4
